This is toe dryest year and the 
shortest crop in general that Okla­ 
homa has ever produced so we must 
begin now to prepare for the hard- 
shipe that are bound to follow be­ 
fore another year closes. Four-fifths 
of the state has completely failed on 
com. One-half hat failed on hay and 
only a few counties in the northwest 
has succeeded in raising plenty of 
wafir, milor and feterita. The feed 
crop in southwest Oklahoma is very 
short .To offset that it will pay the 
farmers to plant a pasture crop of 
wheat or rye for their livestock. Not 
only that, but, after receiving great 
benefits from the pasture the crop 
will often do to harvest for bread. 
The wheat bread is short now and by 
another year It will be still shorter 
so our chances for wheat bread are 
very slim unless we raise our own 
wheat. Five to ten acres of wheat 
will furnish much pasture all winter 
and then feed the family the next 
year. I nnderriand that small farm­ 
ers who' raise wheat can have IOO 
pounds ground at a time and will be 
permitted to retain wheat for bread 
and to sow. lf all sandy land farm­ 
ers will raise wheat fdr their own 
bread it would release more than 5,- 
000,000 bushels of eommertial wheat 
that thoy consume bi thla atato rn It 
Could and would go to the soldiers 
aond the allies. If a few other ami- 
wfteat producing utates would do 
IMS the wheat aad bread problems 
would be solved. I t Is up to the 
farmers imliTidually to do this. lf ev­ 
ery one would do his doty it would 
be easy to get a femldl thrasher tor 
•ash community ta liabdlo the pro­ 
duct. in my younger days I have 
seen wheat beaten out over a log, 
while a few tramped it obi with 
horses. We can beat that mow, It Isas 
necessary to raise Wheat ae it Ie to 
velee hogs if yea want both biead^ 
aad meaL The fm lgB demand for 
flour will bo greater ae the am y ta- 
creaaee, so we muet arrange to feed 
ourerivee to that we abell ao^ in­

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Camp Travis, Tex., Aug, 27.—The 
color line plays no part at all in the 
efforts made by the United States to 
train, equip, and make suitable for 
the supreme effort against the Ger­ 
mans, the men responding to the call 
to colors under the selective draft 
act. White man er colored, they are 
equally well provided for, notwith­ 
standing some of 
the 
arguments 
made by German sympathisers, 
Never before in his lifetime has 
the negro had such opportunities ac­ 
corded him as he has *at the present 
time, in tho service of the United 
States. No more must he keep on a 
continual scramble for such employ­ 
ment as will afford bread and meat 
and clothes for himself and family^ 
to the absolute annulment of any 
chances to better himself. As a sol­ 
dier in the great armies of the coun­ 
try the black race has an opportun­ 
ity long desired but never possible 
before. 
, 
At Camp Travis, for instance the 
negro soldier bas opportunities of 
schooling, of training along mechan­ 
ical lines, of training along hun-! 
J reds of other line. of wort? that will 
better fit him when the wSr is over, 
to take his place in the world. Thou-! 
sands of negroes have gone from 
Camp Travis in engineering units, or 
stevedore companies, or Jn lighting 
branches. In every instance they have 
been able to accomplish much. Espec­ 
ially in the work of lighting men,' 
have they called forth the praise of 
General Pershing and of the Eng­ 
lish and French military officials, ii 
Aside from his work at drill, with 
his rifle on his shoulder, or in his 
studies In the camp bakeries, and 
cooking sckools, or lr the mechanic 
cal repair shops, or constructing 
bridges, and roads according to the 
most approved methods, there also is 
Plenty of pleasure for tho negro sol* 
dier. Schools are open for . his stud/, 
of English, for reading and writing. 
Thousands of library books are at his 
disposal. The Y, M. C. A. has a 
branch open to the negro where he 
has the benefit of everything tho Y. 
M. C. A. can give him for good. En­ 
tertainments of a literary and alb-; 
letic nature are provided by the com-' 
missions on these various activities. 
Recently at Camp Travis there was 
organized a negro band of more than 
fifty musicians that is developing in­ 
to one of the finest of its kind in tlyfe 
country. A negro minstrel show dis­ 
played such talent that it was invit­ 
ed, to perform at neighboring camps 
and the money thus acquired will be 
used in the purchase and erection of 
a negro dance hall near the camp. 
At certain intervals great field meets 
are held with cash prises for clog 
dancing, jigging, for boxing, wrest­ 
ling, leap from racing, etc. Then 
there is competitive athletic drill as 
well as military drill. These are but 
a few of the advantages offered the 
negro of today. 
Added to this is the fact that in 
the government service the soldier as 
a private receives Thirty dollars per 
month, with his clothes, bedding, a 
place to sleep and three good square 
meals per day. Medical attention Is 
also provided when necessary. The 
negro in Unde Sam's army mas an 
opportunity to develop, physically, 
mentally, and in every way to make 
him a better citisen. 


There has at last been accorded the 
women of the United States an op­ 
portunity of showing their reference 
and respect for the Stars and Stripes 
when the Star Spangled Banner is 
Played or the uneased colors of our 
country pass in parade or review. It 
Is now proper and fitting for the wo­ 
men to stand at attention at such 
times. Where before they remained 
seated, they most now stand erect, 
heels together, knees straight with­ 
out stiffness, hips level, chest thrown 
out, arms hanging naturally at the 
side, facing the music or colors, 
head aud eyes directly to the front, 
with the chin drawn In slightly. It 
is an opportunity that long 
ago 
should have been accorded the wo­ 
men of the country to show their 
love for the Red, White and Blue. 
Also it is worthy of calling the at­ 
tention of the civilian of today to 
the fact that when the flag passes in 
parade or he passes a flag in an 
army camp, or the Star Spangled 
Banner is played, he should remove 
his hat, holding it in the right hand 
against the left shoulder until the 
music is completed or the flag is pass­ 
ed. These things should be practiced 
and remembered. It is a fitting tri­ 
bute to our sofars.
